Eisner Said German Staff Was 
Directing~ Lenine’s Army— 
Red Tide Sweeps Westward.

PARIS, March 6.—The night before he 
died Kurt Eisner told George D.,, Her- 
ton that the Bolshevist army tn Russia 
was being directed by the German ‘ien- 
eral Staff. This, according to what Her- 
ron told me today in Paris, was not 


mere repetition of a general rumor but 
an’exact» statement based on precise in- 
formation in Eisner’s possession. 

“ This statement of WHisner,’’ said Her- 

ron, “is part of entirely convincing 
evidence we have that the old régime 
in Germany is still alive and carrying 
on a well defined plan to win out of 
the Bolshevist’ chaos everything it set 
out to win by the war. There is only 
one thing for the rest of the world to 
do. That is to make peace with Ger- 
many {mmediately. 
““ The Allies and the United ‘States 
must sign a definite peace treaty with 
the present. German Government right 
away and immediately lift the blockade 
on all supplies’ to that country; ‘It 
should be done within ten days or within 
a week. Even now it may be too late, 
but there is at least a chance, and 
everything else should be put aside to 
make peace. 

‘* Otherwise, the ‘present German Govy- 
ernment will not be able to survive the 
rise of Bolshevism. That. will mean 
chaos in.all continental Europe and Eng- 
land. The Atlantic will prove no bar- 
rier to. save America. Instant peace is 
the world’s only hope.’’ 

In reply to questions, Herron admitted 
that he seemed to be agreeing with Sen- 
ators Lodge and Knox and with the 
original program @f the French Govern- 
ment that making peace with Germany 
should have come before the League of 
Nations and all other things. 

“* Yes,’’ he continued, ‘‘ in view of what 
has happened it would probably have 
been safer for the world if the world 
had settled peace with Germany first 
and got her working under a stable 
government before Bolshevism got 
started there. But, on-.the other hand, 
I wish to emphasize the fact that I do 
not agree with Senators Lodge and 
Knox, not their efforts to obstruct and 
undermine Wilson. .

AMERICA WARNS 
ITALY ON BLOCKADE 


Must Let Supplies Go: Through 
to Slavs or Lose Access 
to Food Here. 


BITTER FEELING IN PARIS 


| Allies Resent Rome’s Course in 


Crippling New Nations Which 
Were to Stem Bolshevism. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Italy has 
been warned by the American Govern- 
ment that unless she puts an end to de- 
lays in the movement of relief supplies 
to the newly establishd Jugoslavic and 
Czechoslavic States steps will be taken 


to cut off the flow of American food- 
stuffs to Italy. 

No reply has yet been made by the 
Italian Government. 

It was stated today in an. authorita- 
tive quarter that the Italian Govern- 
ment had caused intolerable conditions 
by the blockade imposed against the 
Jugoslavic countries, which operates also 
against the Czechoslovaks. The block- 
adc has not been wholly effective, be- 
cause the United States has been able 
to deliver much food ' where it was 
neded, but many delays have been 
caused, resulting often in holding up 
supplies, ‘the need of which was des- 
perate. 

Reports from Paris of the existence of 
chaotic conditions because of the block- 
ade have not been confirmed here, but 
it is known that much unnecessary suf- 
fering has been’ caused, directly attrib- 
utable to the stand taken by Italy. 

News from Paris:that representatives 
of Great Britain and France were out- 
spoken in thefr condemnation of the at- 
titude of Italy was cabled to the United 
States, but the action of the American 
Government in sending its warning to 
Italy was taken before that report came. 

Italy Has. been ‘depending in large 
measure on the United States for food- 
The disintegration of Russia 
and the depredations of the Central 
Powers‘ in Rumania cut off European 
sources of wheat, s0 ‘that in 1918 this 
country shipped to Italy 16,000,000 bush- 
éls and 3,000,000 barrels of flour. This 
cereal’ ration ‘was supplemented by 
2,000,000 bushels of corn. 

Italy has looked to the United States 
for meat also, taking 46,000,000 pounds 
of canned beef, 9,000,000 pounds of fresh 
beef, 98,000,000 pounds of bacon, and 
1,000,000 pounds ‘of lard last year. Other 
purchases .from this country included 
2,000,000 pounds of salmon Jand 30,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar. 


* Allies Sharply Critical of Italy. 

PARIS, March 6.+@ritish and French 
delegates here have’ been outspoken in

Hines Calls Conference 


Railway Heads and Bankers Sian: 
moned te Meet in Washing- 
ton Next Tuesday.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Representa- 
tives of the great banking interests and 
of the principal railroads of the country 
have been asked to meet in consultation | 
by Director General Hines of ‘the Rail- | 
road Administration in an effort to pro- | 
vide for the railroads the funds refused ' 
by Congress when that body, as the re- 
sult 6f a Republican filibuster, failed to 
pass the General Deficiency Bill, with / 
its $750,000,000 appropriation for thé 
railroads. ‘The Director General has set 
next Tuesday for the conference, which | 
will be held at Washington. 

The Administration {s exerting every! 
éftfort to. Obtain money Without disturb- 
ing prospects of the forthconiing Victory 
loan, which Secretary Glass announced 
today, will be inaugurated April 21, It 
was reported from New York that a 
group of bankers whose interests were 
largely in railroad finances, had ap- 
proached J. P. Morgan & Co.; with a 
view to the formation of a $500,000,000 
syndicate to provide funds for the roads. 
Director General Hines made no com- 
ment: upon this report,-and it was said 
that he had not been apprised of such a 
step. The Railroad Administration is 
very anxious that the roads shall under- 
take, their own financing, as Director 
General Hines made plain in addressing 
the conference of Governors. 

The names of the men whom the Direc- 
tor General will call into conference 








have not yet been made public. It is 
said that the railroads will be represent- 
ed largely by former railroad Presidents 
who were succeeded as operating heads, 
under Mr. McAdoo's régime, by the ap- 
pointment of Federal Managers of the 
systems. " 

Federal Managers of the roads met 
here today to discuss means for going 
ahead, with improvements. At the com- 


presemt to the bankers and, railroad 
executives detailed studies of what the 
Railroad Administration and its Fed- 
eral Managets, who are in charge of 
the operation: of the railroads, desire to 
accomplish in the way of pooling termi- 
nals, new trackage, rolling stock, and 
go on, The Federal Managers will con- 
tinue in almost constant ‘session - until 
‘the conference. 

It is understood that prominent among 
the bankers who will confer Keré with 
Director General Hines are those whose 
institutions are heavily interested in 
railroad securities. It is known that 
representatives of such. banks were in 
communication, either in person or by 
long-distance telephone, -with leaders of 
Congress and other Government officials 
during the La Follette-Sherman-France 
filibuster which killed the General De- 
ficiency bill. Now they have notified 
the Railroad Administration, it is re- 
ported, that they stand ready to co- 
operate in bringing about a solution of 
the financial problem. 

The day’s developments. caused Gov- 
ernment officials to hold a much more 
optimistic view. of the future, and the 
talk heard was not of failure but of 
hope of bridging the’ gap between the 
present time and the date when Con- 
gress will reassemble and grant the re- 
lief required. 

The railroads need about $300,000,000 
immediately to pay dividends and the 
Governmgnt is anxious that this shall 
be made possible. The fact that ftailroad 
securities have-not fallen off radically 
in the stoék markets since the failure-of 
the $750,009,000 appropriation is acceptéd 
as expressing the belief\on the part of 
security holders that the financial prob- 
lem will be solved.

in August, 1914, to enable the City of 
New York to meet its maturing tax- 
warrant obligations in London. The 
city was totally unable to . purchase 
sterlfng exchange, the war having just 
started and the exchange market being 
completely demoralized. Morgan &. C%. 
and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. came to the 
rescue by organizing a gold pool among 
all the National ang State banks and 
trust. companies in the greater city, 
prorating the~ $100,000,000 among all 
these institutions, according to their 
capital and surplus. 

In the present case it is believed that, 
as the solvency of the, railroads is of 
such vita] importance to” the whole coun- 
try, a similar pool could be organized 
extending to all parts of the United 
States. It might even be considered 
expedient to include sayings banks and 
insurance companies in the syndicate, 
as both classes of institutions are tre- 
mendously concerned with the railroad 
situation Yr gga of their large holdings 
of railroad bonds.

HIGH PRAISE FROM OFFICERS 


Proud to be Called ‘ Apple

The Cunarder Mauretania, which did 
not reach her piér, foot of West Thir- 
teenth Street, until 4:15 P. M., had great 
difficulty in getting into her berth on 
account of the strong ebb tide and the 
scarcity of tugboats. The Army and 
Navy officials sent over five of their 
tugboats, but they were not powerful 
enough to push the big liner against the 
tide and it was 5:20 o’clock beforé the 
gangway was. lowered. 

During that time the 3,478 troops on 
board, mostly belonging to the Twenty-1 
seventh Division, lined the sides and 
cheered the hundreds of people on the 
Patrol and the other steamboats and 
those waiting on the pier. At the re- 
quest of the pier officials the band wait- 
ing there did not play until the Maure- 
tania was made fast because its noise 
drowned the orders issued by the cap- 
tain from tne bridge. 

But the band on board the liner played 
away while. the Police Band on the Pa- 
trol also rendered all kinds of popular 
tunes, and meanwhile the soldiers could 
not understand why there was a band on 
the pier which did not play when the 
liner was being warped in. | 

The units on the Mauretania were the 
108th Infantry complete, the 54th Infan- 
try Brigade Headquarters, and the 102d 
Train Headquarters, nurses, and casual 
officers, a total of 3,478.

Major Tupper yesterday issued a short- 


historical sketch of the work of the 27th 
Division, which follows: 

“‘The New York Division fought in 
three battles of magnitude, three en- 
gagements, and two minor actions. It 
participated in the Somme offensive and 
in the Ypres-Lys offensive. The artil 
lery of the division, which was separated 
from it, (being replaced by British and 
Australian artillery under the command 
of. Major Gen. O’Ryan,) took part in 
the St. Mihiel offensive and the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive. The first fighting 
of the division was in Flanders, and it 
was the first American division to fight 
on Belgian soil. The first heavy cas- 
in September, 1918, from Mt. Kemmel. 
on the slopes to the north of which this 
division fought its way against heavy 
artillery and machine gun concentra- 
tions, while. the Germans were retiritne 
in September, 1918 from Mt. Kemmel. 
During this engagement 800 gas shells 
fel) within the sector of one brigade 
of the 27th Division, yet the division 
took all its objectives, Vierstaat Ridge, 
Rogsignol Wood, Petite Boils, ‘and 
Plateau Farm. ' 

‘* Immediately upon the establishing 
by the division of new lines in Belgium

“This achievement of the 24 Army 
Corps was only typical of what was ac- 
complished by other American armies in 
other fields. The reason it succeeded 
was due to the excellent fighting quality 
of our soldiers. This quality was mani- 
festly owing to their high ideals, and 
was one of the striking features of the 
‘war. 


WELCOME TO O’RYAN

OUR DELEGATES NOT UPSET

PARIS, March 5.—Europe, as rep- 
resented by the Peace Conference 
emigsaries in Paris, is naturally per- 
plexed over, the action of the majority 
of the Republican Senators in an- 
nouncing opposition to the League of 
Nations covenant in its present form. 

As for members of the American 
Peace Commission, no formal or semi- 
authoritative. statement has been 
forthcoming from them in response to 
the Republican attitude. It is known 
however, that they prefer to be guid- 
ed by a message received’ yesterday 
from President Wilson to the effect 
that he is satisfied that the sentiment 
of the United States, is overwhelm- 
ingly behind the League of Nations. 

Some foreign observers find this 
hard to reconcile with the fact that a 
majority of the Senators, belonging to 
the party which will dominate Con- 
gress when next in session, have 
pledged themselves to vote against the 
League agreement in its present 
shape. : 

It goes without saying that the Re- 
publican course brings joy to the 
hearts. of those who-want to revert to 
the old order of things in’ European 
politics. They are able to see in a 
defeat of the League schenie a re- 
sumption of the balance of power, se- 
cret alliances, big armies, and a gen- 
eral policy of devil take the hindmost. 

That the League will fail unless the 
United States is a member of it is gen- 
erally agreed. America’s disinterest- 
ed attitude, her unselfishness in the 
war, her wealth, and other considera- 
tions, have given her an influence in 
the conference of the nations which is 
becoming thoroughly recognized, 

People Want End of All Wars. 


The greatest tribute paid here to 
America’s standing came when Presi- 
dent Wilson arrived home on Monday, 
a week ago. The impression became 
widespread here that his advocacy of 
the League was likely to fail. Appar- 
ently it was thought that the criti- 
cisms of the President in the French 
press had encouraged his political ene- 
mies to such an extent that they were 
able to defeat the League pjan. Im- 
mediately the tone of e press 
changed.

To Europe generally (this does not 
include many skillful influential poli- 
ticlans who would be able to utilize 
American opposition to the best ad- 
vantage) the great object of the Peace 
Conferente is to find means of pre- 
venting future wars.

They red ‘that the most tangible 
plan of insuring permanent peace is 
found in a League of Nations. At the 
same time, it is generally argued that 
the League would be a futile organiza- 
tion unless supported by the power of 
the American Government. 

If the opposing group in the Senate 
succeeds in preventing American ‘par- 
ticipation, the world, it is contended 
by the League supporters here, would 
be turned into an armed camp, in 
preparation for the next universal 
conflict. 

Doubt Possibility ef Changes. 

In the view of some members of 
the American peace delegation and 
those prominent Americans who have 
been acting as expert advisors to 
them, it will be impossible to change 
the League covenant in the way de- 
manded by the Republican Senators. 
These men say that every question 
was discussed fully in the preparation 
of the League covenant and that 
the draft which President Wilson took 
to America represented the best 
thought'of the plenipotentiaries of the 
great and small nations. The points 
now raised by the opposition in Amer- 
ica were considered thoroughly.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Rebublican

on the merits of that argument: In 1916, 
a Presidentl year, the primaries were 
conducted at an average cost of each 
vote to courities of $1.09; im 1917, an off 
year, the cast per vote was . The 
cost of conducting direct primaries is 
illustrated, also, by the yo pes 3 totals: 
1914, $487, 122 : 1915, $540,995 ; .1916. 
926; 1917, $889,614. The vote in 1917 
was only 415,949. Columbia County 
shows the highest cost per vote, or $3.46 
in 1916, and $6. 82 in 1917. 

Before the direct primary became the 
nominating medium, thé State had no 
expense in connection with the conduct 
of primaries. The expense was borne by

Ih Petro- 
grad alone the deaths from famine three 
weeks ago numbered 200 aily. ~ Typhoid 
or ‘‘hunger typhus" is carrying off 
young and old everywhere, and in Mos- 
cow glanders is epidemic. There is no 
fuel Sor lightirig and millions live in 
pitch darkness after nightfall. The 
troubles of the Russian are further ag- 
gravated by lack of coal and wood 
which can be obtained only by the very 
rich or by the favorites and parasites 
of. the Bolshevist Government. 

The. famous Kremlin in. Moscow, ae 
cording to reports,.is now used as 
hoarding piace ts for wood, fuel, and light- 
ing materials’. for the Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment. The. Bolshevist food distrib-

THIS IS PASSING STRANGE. 

We hold this truth to be self-evi- 

dent: that if in joining the League 
ef Nations the United States would 
~“gurrender ‘‘ vital points of sover- 
eignty "’; if in jofning the League 
we should abandon the Monroe Doc- 
trine; if the war powers of Congress 
and the control of Congress over our 
armament would be surrendered to 
the League; if control of immigration 
would pass from the United States 
Government to the League ;—then, the 
question of accefting or rejecting the 
Bea@gtic of Netions plan is the most 
eompelling and momentous of all the 
questions now awaiting the decision 
©f the American people. 

That being true, and it 15 quite 
beyond controversy, then the deliv- 
érance of the Nation from all these 
perils must be the thought and pur- 
pose uppermost in the minds of the 
people. In any by-election to Con- 
gress, for instance, no trumpery issues 
of local politics, no merely personal 
preference for one candidate over the 
ether, would determine the choice to 
be made.

the intellectuals: of: New York—complain 
bitterly that he has not taken the. nation 
into his confidence, that he és asking 
them for a blank check on behalf of 
pledges which he is making without ref- 
erénce to them—pledges-which may in- 
volve the United States in European 
quarrels contrary to all their, traditions 
and interests—and that, by ‘tactlessness 
and an autocratic spirit, he has flouted 
Congress to such a degree,that they re- 
fuse to submit any longer to this- chal- 
lenge of their power and rights. 

On the other hand, the President's ad- 
mirers say that all ‘this criticism is 
fastening on to small. matters which 
have but little significance compared 
with the vast responsibilities which 
President Wilson is shouldering with a 
high and simple courage for the sake of 
American prestige and power in this re- 
shaping of the world’s destiny ; and that 
beyond any doubt he has the mass of 
the American people behind him in his 
attempt to safeguard humanity from the 
evil which overtook it in’ 1914. 

As an Englishman here in America, 
after being an onlooker of war for four 
and a half years, I confess I am dis- 
tressed by the violent conflict of thought 
at present seething among the American 
people, and threatening to wreck the 
hopes of all those other peoples who 
have been scorched and tortured by the 
fires of that infernal strife in Europe. 
But ,one thing is comforting after an 
analysis of\these passionate opinions, as 
expressed to me by many different types 
of American citizens—both men and 
women. It is that ‘through all this di- 
vision. of intellectual argument there is 
beyond any doubt a general agreement 
of spiritual purpose. The soul of Amer- 
ica, as I have seen it, is not at this 
moment touched by selfishness.

It is for those instinctive reasons that 
the great Masses of Europe look to this 
proposal of a League of Nations with 
hope, if not with faith. 
to them; they cannot understand by 
what machinery it will be made possible 
and powerful; but they believe that, at 
last, some new arfangement will’ be 
made by the statesmen of the world in 
the interests of the peoples whom they 
used as food for guns, cannon fodder.

, If the League of Nations fails, as it 
may, because it is the most daring ef- 
fort to lift the organization of human 
society to a higher plane of hope, and 
that is not'easy of achievement, there 
is only, one alternative. For a time I 
thought there were two alternatives, the 
first of which was a new combination of 
alliances, leading certainly to another 
race for armaments and another group- 
ing of powers until the time came for 
the next inevitable war, far more ter- 
rible-in its swegp’ of slaughter than the 
one now passed. But I am certain now 
that there is only one alternative. What 
will happen if the League is not estab- 
lished with the impulse of the world’s 
democracy behind it. is as clear as sun- 
Wight to discerning minds who are, in 
touch with popular passion born out of 
the sufferings of the war. What. will 
happen is the wild revolt of many peo- 
ples against their established forms of 
government in the mad hope that by 
anarchy they may. gain freedom of their 
souls and bodies and of their unborn 
children to enjoy the fruits of labor. in 
larger measure than now, and in 
against the devastating terrors of mod- 
ern warfare, ‘ 

The alternative. to a League of Na- 
tions,, démocratic in its foundations, and 
powérful by thé understanding and faith 
of” peoples—machinery’' from above will 
be. of no avail—i§ hevism.

Stand on Most-Favored-Nation 
Clause Pending Peace.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Early;. en- 
actment -of legislation authorizing ,the 
imposition of add‘tional tariff duties 
at the discretion of the President, °to 
enforce equality of treatment in inter- 
national tariff matters, is recommended 
by the United States Tariff Commission 
in the report ‘t has just submitted to 
President Wilson as a result of its in- 
vestigation of’ seciprocity and commer- 
cial treaties. 

Concerning the position which the 
United States should take regarding the 
most-favored-nation clause the commis- 
aion makes no re¢ommendat‘on, con- 
sidering it premature for the United 
States to commit itself at this moment 
either to the maintenance without modi- 
fication of the country’s traditional 
most-favored-nation policy of to the ad- 
vocacy or adoption of a different policy. 
The Taussig Commission emphasizes its 
opinion that any policy adopted by the 
United States should have for its object 
the prevention of discrimination and 
equality of treatment for American com- 
merce and citizens on one hand, and, on 
the other, the frank offer of the same 
equality of treatment to all countries 
that reciprocate in the same spirit and 
to the same effect. 

“The United States,’’ sdys the com- 
mission, ‘‘ should ask-no special favors 
and should grant no special favors. It 
ahould’ exercise its powers and impose 
its penalties, not for securing discr!mina- 
tion in its favor, but to prevent dis- 
crimination to its disadvantage.”” «+

Taussig, Chairman of the commission,

The study made of 

reciprocity and commercial treaties, 


with the conclusion and recommenda- 


tions made by the commission in’ this 
report, will be submitted to the Amer- 
ican Peace Commission, and will be 
used in determining the American posi- 
tion at Paris in relation to interna- 
tional commerce. 

*‘ An opportunist attitude was natural 

so long as the United States kept aloof 
from toreign complications and was in- 
tent upon avoi ing them,’ 
commission. ‘ Now, however, the sit- 
uation is completely altered. The 
United States becomes committed to far- 
reaching participation in world politics. 
The American Government can no 
longer shape its commercial negotia- 
tions solely with reference to the results 
of each particular arrangement. It 
must consider the wdrild at large and 
must shape its commercial policy in 
conformity with the political and hu- 
mafitarian principles ‘which govern: its: 
general attitude it the international 
sphere. 
"So: tar as commercial policy and 
commercial hegotiations are concerned, 
the evidence presented in the present 
report indicates that a policy of special 
arrangements, such as the United States 
kas followed in recent decades, leads to 
troublesome compfications. Whether as 
regards our reciprocity treaties or as 
regards our interpretation of the most- 
favored-nation clause, the separate and 
individual treatment of each case tends 
“to create misunderstanding and fric- 
tion with countries which, though sup- 
Posed to. be not concerned, yet are in 
reality much concerned. 

‘When each country with which we 
negotiate is treated by itself, and sep- 
arate arrangements are made with the 
expectation that they shall be applicable 
individually, claims are none the less 
made by other States with.whom such 
arrangements have not been made. Con- 
cessions are asked; they are sometimes 
refused; counter-concessions are pro- 
posed ; reprisal and retaliation are sug- 

gested ; unpleasant controversies and 
eepetines international friction result.’ 

Dealing with equality of treatment and 
insisting that a clear and simple policy 
is needed for the future, the commission 
says: 

“* & great gain would be secured, now 

* that the United States is committed to 
wide participation in world politics, if a 
clear and simple poley could be adopted 
and followed. The guiding principle 
might well be that of equality of treat- 
ment—a principle in accord with Amer- 
ican ideals of the past and of the pres- 
ent. Equality of. treatment should 
mean that the United States treat all 
countries on the same terms, and in 
turn require equal treatment from every 
other country. So far as concerns gen- 
eral industrial policy’ and general tarif 
legislation, each country—the A ag re 
States as well as others—should be left 
free to enact pin 4 measures as it deems 
expedient for its own welfare. But the 
measures adopted, whatever they be, 
should be carried out with the same 
terms and the same treatment for ail 
nations.’ 

In the application of any general’prin- 
ciple of this kind, the “commission as-. 
serts, there may be occasion for quali- 
fications or exceptions to the ‘principle 
of equal treatment. 

“Some allowance,” it asserts, ‘ for 
exceptional treatment not consistent 
under certain circumstances with the 

rinciple of equality of treatment has 

een made by almost all, countries in 
connection with discussions and negotia- 
tions with reference to the most-favored- 
nation clause. Special treatment, or the 
concession of special rates of duty, has 
Ween regarded as admissible, particular- 
ly in two sets of cases.

The commission’ asserts that if. thd 
of a.concession be ‘carried out 
with f effect and full accord with the 
principle of equality of treatment, the 
concession must be extended to all 
countries which conform to the principle. 
A disadvantage of: the: concessional 
method, when the concessional schedule 
includes a considerable number of items, 
is that it -causes* the effective tariff 
schedules of the country; in respect to 
those items for which concessional rates 
are provided, to consist mainly of .re- 
duced rates of duty, and involves, If 
carried out fully and with. the desired 
effect, a lowering of.the general tariff. 

The chief disadvantage of additional 
duties -is that, employing something in 
the nature of a threat, “it seems com- 
bative in principle, unfriendly in appear- 
ance, and therefore irritating.’’ But the 
commission declares a distinet advan- 
athect of this method in that it does not

** Under the existing tariff system of 
the United States,” says the commis- 
sion, ‘' that of the tariff. of 1913, the 
method of additional duties would ‘seem 
to be the only one that could be put at 
once in operation. For the time béing 
it may be presumed that no 7 9a yronagg 
below the rates of 1913 are likely to be 
proposed: by the’ Executivé or consid 
ered by Congress: Congress could pro- 
vide dep additional duties, the design be- 
ing not to bring about any substantial 
changes in the tariff rates, and certain- 
ly not to entail increased prices to con- 
sumers, but to secure fair reciprocal 
treatment from foreign countries.

TAMPA, Fla., March »6.—Hilary A. 
Herbert, Secretary of the Navy during 
President Cleveland’s second term, ied 
here today at the age’ of 85. He had 
been in feeble health for several years. 
Secretary Daniels telegraphed his 
daughter, Mrs. ,Benjamin Micou, that 
one. of the newest and finest destroyers 
would be named the Herbert, in honor of 
her father’s services to the navy, Mr. 
Daniels also said in his message: 

“The death of your father is a per- 
sonal ‘grief to me. He had been so help- 
ful and kind to me and had given me 
such wise counsel and assistance. When 
the history of the navy comes to be 
written; his vision and his large contri- 
bution to it will make one of its bright- 
est pages.”’ 


Hilary A. Herbert was born at Laur- 
ensville, S. C., in 1884, was educated. at 
the Universities of Alabama and: Vir- 
ginia, studied law, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1857. He served in the Con- 
federate Army in the civil war, and at 
its close was Colonel of the 8th epee: 
Volunteers. 

After the war he practiced law in Ala- 
bama until his election to Congress in 
1877, of which he remained a member 
until he resigned to become Secretary of 
the Navy in 1893. He returned to law 
practice in 1897, this time in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and at the time of his death 
was senior member of the firm of Her- 
bert & Micou. 

During his term in Congress he was 
au ardent advocate of tariff and civil 
service reform and was a consistent op- 
ponent of free silver. He was the au- 
thor of several works. on’ the problems 
of the South before and after the war.

Representatives of Snanufadgirers of 
iron and steel from all parts of the 
country, at a meeting at the Waldorf 
yesterday, voted to co-operate in the 
plan put forth some time ago by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Redfield, with a view 
to bringing about a stabilization of busi- 
ness conditions. After the acceptance of 
the proposals by the steel men Judge El- 
belt H. Gary, Chairman of ‘the Board 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
who presided, appointed the following 
committee to confer with the Industrial 
Board of the Department of Commerce: 
Judge Hilbert. H. Gary, James A. Far- 
rell; Charles M.. Schwab, John A..Top- 
ping, Alva C. Dinkey, L. E. Block, 
James A. Burden, Bugene G. Grace, C. 
H. McCullough, Jr; H. C. Dalton, A. F. 
Huston, James A -Campbell, and Willis 


L King. This, with only a few excep-|’ 


tions, comprises the personnel of the 
Special Committee of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute which assisted the 
Government in its operations in the war 
period.. No date has been set for a con- 
ference with the Industrial Board of the 
Department of Commerce which ' was 
appointed by Secretary Redfield to carry 
out the i ar ae plans as outlined by 


him. 

Much surprise was manifest in the 
financial district when it became known 
that the steel men has accepted the Red- 
field proposals, especially when it was 
learned that there had been practically 
no opposition from any quarter.

It. is the belief of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce that this purchasing

In his address to the steel men atthe 
opening of the meeting Judge Gary said 
that he had been of the opinion that if 
the business men and others interested 
in business conditions retained their 
composure there would gradually be a 
return to normal conditions. The pub- 
lication of the plan of Secretary Red- 
field, he dsserted, would naturally affect 
business conditions until there could 
be a successful co-operative movement 
calculated to inspire confidence and 
activity. In view of these remarks, it 
is considered probable that the commit- 
tee appointed from among the steel men 
will take up the questions involved as 
soon as ssible with the Industrial 
Board of the Department of Commerce.

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DIVIDENDS ARE LOWERED. 


Porphyry Group of Coppers Reduc- 
tion Not Unexpected. 


Directors of the porphyry group. of 
coppers—Utah, Chino, Ray, and Nevada 
—at meetings yesterday made material 
reductions in the dividends of all four 
companies. The Utah dividend was re- 
duced from a quarterly rate of $2.50 
three months ago to $1.50 a share. 
Chino fell from $1 to 75 cents, Nevada 
from 75 cents ta 37% cents, and Ray 
from 75 cents to 50 cents. All of. the 
dividends are payable March 31 to stock 
of record March 14. The reductions in 
dividends were not unexpected. Condi- 
tions in the copper industry have been 
known to be unfavorable for some time. 
The present dividend declarations on 
these stocks are now Well below the pay- 
ments which were being made in 1917, 
and approximate closely the disburse- 
ments which were in force in the pre- 
wer years. 

In discussing the reduction, Charles 
Hayden, a Director the porphyry 
companies, said: 

“The recent quarterly report set forth 
clearly the general situation of the cop- 
per market. It is the belief of the 
Directors that they are best serving the 
interests of the shareholders when, in 
view of the fact that they may desire 
to carry considerable copper until such 
time as it can be profitably marketed, 
that a conservative action on dividends 
sach as taken today is the proper one.

SURPLUS AT MARKET PRICE. 


Government Arranges for Commer- 
cial Sale of Copper and Nitrate. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—A tentative 
agreement has been reached between 
copper producers and the War Depart- 
ment under which the producers will sell 
the Government’s surplus stock at pre- 
vailing market prices, charging only the 
actual cost of selling. In making this 
announcement today War Department 


officials said the Government’s surplus 
would be distributed within fifteen 
months in connection with producers’ 
stocks, a minimum amount being dis- 
posed ‘of monthly on the basis of a per- 
centage of producers’ total sales. 

An agreement under which surplus 
Government stocks of, sodium nitrate 
will be disposed of at the market price 
with the Government bearing the actual 
expense of sales also was announced 
today. Government nitrate will be sold 
to fill practically all orders until im- 
port restrictions are removed. After 
that the importers will sell on the basis 
of one pound of Government nitrate to 
every two pounds of commercial nitrate. 


NIETO TO MEET MORGANS. 


Will. Confer Again on Rehabilitation 
of Mexican Finances. 


Rafael Nieto, acting Secretary of Fi- 
nance of Mexico, who is here in the in- 
terests of the Mexican Government, will 
confer today with J. P. Morgan, and 
other members of J. P. Morgan & Co. in 
the matter of arranging a plan for the 
rehabilitation of Mexican finances. Mr. 
Nieto will be accompanied by his coun- 
sel, former Secretary of War Lindley 
M. Garrison, who has been retained as 
legal adviser to the Mexican financial 
mission. 

Mr. Morgan is acting as head of the 
international committee recently ap- 
pointed to safeguard the interests of 
American and Huropean investors in 
Mexican securities. Thomas W. Lamont, 
also of the Morgan firm, who jis now.at 
Paris, representing the United States 
Treasury as financial expert in the 
peace proceedings, will become head of 
the international committee upon his 
return to this country.

Colohel Robins’s Story. 
The committee room was packed to the

fornia, sat, by courtesy, with the com- 
mittee. 

“IT arrived tn Russia,’’ said Colonel 
Robins, ‘' after the March (1917) revolu- 
tion as a member of the American Red 
-Cross Mission. I was assigned to take

Heated ‘Conference ‘of Allies.

General Knox, an able, patri- 
otic British General, represented Great 
Brit ; General Nivelle, the French 
Military Attaché, represented France, 
and General William V. Judson the 
United States. There were also present 
several Russian officers, Colonel omp- 
son, myself, and several others repre- 


senting the allied nations. 
“Co me gon explained the sit- 
uation. nerel Knox characterized 


Kerensky o S weadd and uricertain, and 
said that the situation was being lost 
as a result of the failure: to shoot ‘Le- 
nine and Trotzky. After General Knox 
sat down General Nizelle took the 
floor and said everything that General 
Knox had left un and ended by 
calling the Russian officers cowardly 
and yellow do *, whereupon the Rus- 
sians present le ft the conference. We 
were together two and one-half hours, 
and, of course, accomplished nothing.”’ 

When the Bolsheviki had gained con- 
trol, Colonel Robins said, it-was decided 
to see what could still be done to aid 
the Anes and protect ppl ine in hand, 
so he called on Trotzky.
